begins with Cooper parachuting from 
the Boeing 727 somewhere over South- 
west Washington. 

Cooper may have landed in a wil- 
derness alive and then decided to find a 
stream to follow out of the woods, 
Palmer speculated. He said the chance 
that Cooper landed in water was re- 
mote. 

Once Cooper got to the water, 
something happened that caused him to 
hecome separated from at least part of 
the money, Palmer continued. 

“He would not let go unless he was 


in trouble. He had gone through a lot of 
work to get that money,” Palmer said. 
“But there were plenty of reasons for 
him to be in trouble,” 

Whatever the source of the trouble, 
the money entered the water. 

“Up to that point, it’s conjecture,” 
Palmer said. “But once we have it in the 
water, we know what happened to it.” 

The bills spent the next nine years 
moving slowly downstream, probably 
getting caught at spots on the stream 
bottom, resting there a time and then 
becoming dislodged by river action. 

The bills recovered Sunday were 


worn away ina rounding fashion and ~ 


were matted together — evidence that 
the money had been in the water most 
of the time, Palmer explained. 

Palmer said he believes the bills 
probably were washed up on the river 
bank within the last three to six 
months. The bills could have been there 
as long a year if they were well pre- 
served in the water, he added. 

The FBI gent the decomposed $20 
vills WedneSday to its Washington, 
D.C., laboratory. 

The FBI ultimately plans to return 
the money to its proper owner when it 
determines whether the owner is 
Northwest Airlines or Royal Globe In- 
surance Co. of New York, which cov- 
ered the loss. The airline's offer of a 
$25,000 reward for return of the money 
has expired. 


Charles Arnold, a spokesman for the 
U.S. Treasury Department in Washing- 
ton, D.C., said the tattered bills would 
be replaced at face value if they were 
returned to the Treasury. 


Responsibility for the Cooper inves- 
tigation Thursday was returned to the 
FBI office in Seattle, Technically, the 
Seattle field office has been in charge of 
the hijacking investigation. 

Jack Pringle, assistant special agent 
in charge of the Seattle office, said 
there was a chance that laboratory tests. 
on the money “could find additional 
debris that might give us an idea where 
it may have been.” 

Preliminary results were not ex- 
pected until next week. 

The FBI has asked the Corps of En- 
gineers to begin assessing streamflows 
of the Columbia and its tributaries in 
the Washougal River-watershed,

The hijacker apparently bailed out somewhere between 
Seattle, Washington, and Reno, Nevada, where the plane landed to 
refuel. It was determined the hijacker, two parachutes and the 
pea money had disappeared when the plane was inspected at Reno, 
levada.

Artist conception drawings of the aircraft hijacker were 
prepared by the FBI Exhibit Section and are considered a reasonable 
likeness. The black and white composites were prepared initially 
and sometime later the color composites were prepared to epict the 
hijacker's complexion and age more graphically.

Through- 
out history, numerous criminal person- 
alities have been described by one or the 
-other of these words, but few, such as 
“Jack the Ripper,” qualified for both 
titles, 


One such individual stepped through 
the door of a Boeing 727 on a stormy 
Thanksgiving eve in 1971, At the time 
the plane was 10,000 feet over southern 
Washington state, and the middle-aged 
man took with him $200,000 in cash. 
Possibly the first successful parachute 
hijacking of an American airliner had 
occurred, and the name D. B. Cooper 
would become a household word in the 
Pacific Northwest and known through- 
out the world. 


The hijack took place shortly after 
Northwest Airlines Flight 305 departed 
the Portland, Oregon, International 
Airport en route to the Seattle-Tacoma 
Airport. A man, later found listed on 
the manifest as Dan Cooper, threatened 
a stewardess with what he claimed 

was a bomb. The plane landed at “Sea- 
Tac” where his demand for $200,000 
and four parachutes was complied 
with. The passengers and several mem- 
bers of the crew were allowed to leave 
the plane, and at 7:46 p.m. the plane 
left “Sea-Tac” and flew toward Reno, 
Nevada.

The entire 
crime took place within the jurisdiction 
of the Seattle FBI Office, but because 
of its proximity to Portland, the media 
and the public frequently associate the 
Portland Office with the investigation, 
A closely coordinated investigative © 
effort has been maintained between the 
two offices throughout the years with an 
occasional sprinkling of rivalry thrown. 
in when it appeared a significant lead 
might be developing. 


There has been only one real lead; that 
surfaced in 1980 when an eight-year-old 
boy found almost $6,000 of the ransom 
money on the banks of the Columbia 
River near Vancouver, Washington. 
The only result of the find was a rein- 
forcement of the belief that Cooper 
probably died the night of the jump. 


The legend now makes Cooper a folk 
hero in the mountains of southern 
Washington, but in considering the 
matter, one should remember that 
Cooper’s apparent success laid the 
foundation for the several hundred 
hijackings which have occurred in the 
past nine years. 


Although Cooper has never been identi- 
fied, he is never far from the minds of 
all modern air travelers. In most of the 
airports in the world, boarding passen- 
gets must pass through some type of 
security system. Usually this is little 
more than an inconvenience, but for 
anyone who has been aboard a hijacked. 
flight, or participated in efforts to free 
those aboard such a flight, the exper- 
jence has included varying degrees of 
frustration and terror. 


The FBI and other law enforcement 
agencies around the world have lived 
with Cooper's legend on a daily basis 
since 1971.

On November 24, 1971, a lone white male boarded 
Northwest Orient Flight #305 at Portland, Oregon. At approxi- 
Mately 3:22 PM while the flight was en route to Seattle, 
Washington, he indicated to the stewardess that his briéfcase 
contained a bomb which would blow up the plane unless his 
demands were met. 


The hijacker demanded $200,000 and four parachutes 
in exchange for the safety of the 36 passengers aboard the 
plane. When the aircraft landed at Seattle, Washington, 
Northwest Orient Airlines complied with his instructions. 
After he received the parachutes and the money, the hijacker 
allowed all passengers and two airline stewardesses to 
deplane. 


He then ordered the remaining crew members into 
the first-class section of the aircraft and informed them he 
desired to fly to Mexico City. The hijacker instructed that 
the plane proceed in a southerly direction and fly at a low 
altitude and slow speed which would enable the rear door 
of the plane (Boeing 727) to be opened during the flight. 


The hijacker apparently bailed out somewhere 
between Seattle, Washington, and Reno, Nevada, where the 
plane landed to refuel. It was determined the hijacker, two 
parachutes, and the ransom money had disappeared when the 
plane was inspected at Reno, Nevada. 


Artist conception drawings of the aircraft hijacker 
were prepared by the Federal Bureau of Investigation Exhibit 
Section and are considered a reasorablelikeness. The black 
and white composites were prepared initially, and some time 
later the color composites were prepared to depict the 
hijacker's complexion and age more graphically.
